ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 


9.—Rodman Wanamaker of New 
York and Philadelphia, merchant, 
one of the earliest supporters of 
aviation and patron of arts, died 
of uremia at his villa, “Buck Hill,” 
at 1:30 a. m. today at the age of 
63. 

Mr. Wanamaker had his: life in- 
sured for $7,500,000, making him 
one of the most heavily insured 
persons in the country. The Spec- 
tator, insurance magazine, last Sep- 
tember ranked him at the head of 
a list of 194 persons, who held pol- 
icies for $1,000,000 or more. Only 
seven persons held policies as great 
as $5,000,000.

Mr. Wanamaker is survived by 
his son, Capt. John Wanamaker,

ly pressed into the soil when sown and when watered with 2 
heavy stream they are almost entirely washed away. Better 
of cans may be purchased from seed stores and florists’ supply 
houses. With a little care and patience seedlings may be started 
without the use of a watering can or with one of the poorer types. 
Setting the pot in a bucket of water and allowing the water to 
come up through the hole in the bottom until the surface of the soil 
becomes moist is an excellent-way. With this method there is ab- 
sylutely no danger of disturbing fine seeds as would be the case 
if watered from the top. One is also certain that the soil is thor- 
oughly saturated with water. After the surface soil is moist the pot 
is removed from the bucket and the surplus water allowed to drain 
off before replacing the pot in the window or frame. In order to 
prevent too rapid evaporation from the surface, the pot Is sometimes 
covered with a piece of glass or paper until the seed germinate. 
Yhe sub-irrigation method will only have to be practised a few times 
before the seed are up. Another way to prevent the seed from 
being washed to the side of the pot or box when sprinkling with 
a can is to moisten a piece of cloth, lay it on the pot, and sprinkle 
the cloth. The force of the water is broken by the cloth, and the 
moisture oozes through to the soil. After enough water has passed 
through the cloth should be removed.
